Berlin, April 9.— The ecclesiastical bill 
has been lixed us tho order of tho (lay ill 
tho Umlorlmus for tho 20th inst. At tho 
recent short conference t ho national liberals 
wore disposed to assent to the bill after 
stating in tho course of the debate that 
their acceptance would he conditional on 
no further ooitcoBsioiit) being~iimdo during 
tho vacation. Tho controversy litis bn- 
comu most hitter. Tho increasing hostile 
language of tho Catholic press 
has caused a revulsion in the pa- 
cific mood of tho national liberal 
and conservative papers. Instead of now 
discussing the acceptance of bhe measure 
as passed by the Ohoi'liaus the national 
liberals are disposed to reject the bill un- 
less all of Bishop Kopps' amendments are 
stricken out. In deference to Prince Bis 
iiiarck they will consent to bhe adoption 
of the original bill, but will nut go j step 
beyond; on the other hand, the centre 
party brings forward again the whole id' 
Bishop Kopps' proposals, including those 
which t he committee of the Oburliaus re- 
fused to entertain. Dr. Wiiidthorst's re- 
ported submission to the Vatican is only 
provisional. If the conservative and nat- 
ional liberal groups oppose tho entire 
freedom of t he recalled religious orders, 
including tho right ol tuition in 
schools, tho centre will maintain war, as 
those very points lind the bitterest op- 
position. The chances of a pacific settle- 
ment sooiu remote. Intense excitement, 
prevails on both sides. Tho centreiats 
avow their readiness to submit to the 
curia, but maintain that Prince Biamurch 
has outwitted the Vatican, and that Mgr. 
i luliiubet'ti's mission was a failure. The 
national liberals consider that Prince Bis- 
marck has been grossly deceived, and is 
trying to dominate the centre party 
through the pope. The Cologne Gazette 
yesterday predicts that Bismarck will be 
ready to go still further in making con- 
cessions, and will yield to tho demand of 
tho uuntreists for till of Kepp's proposals, 
while it is beyond doubt that the opposi- 
tion of the conservatives .and nat ional lib- 
orals will defeat the combined contrasts 
and new German liberals and that the bill 
will be referred to a committee, It may 
require a decisive exorcise of the govern- 
ment's inUuencu to prevent its rejection. 

The liscul proposals in course of pre- 
paration for the Reichstag are now known 
to include new consumers' tax on brandy 
and sugar. Tho bill abolishing I he tax on 
raw beet root material and substituting a 
tax on sugar for consumption is also re- 
ferred- to the Bourse tax. It is believed 
that the proposals will be framed in con- 
sonance with tho fiscal policy of t.hu na- 
tional liberal party. Not a whisper is 
now heard in ministerial organs suggest ive 
of obnoxious monopolies in brandy and 
tobucco. 

Negotiations for the appointment of a 
successor to Horr Von Kendall, as Gor- 
man ambassador to Italy, continue. It, is 
reported that Minister Von Puttkamer 
has been in Rome hiAuynito since Sunday 
last, and will return to-morrow. 

Count Herbert. Bismarck is mentioned 
as special envoy charged with the comple- 
tion of the Austro-Gurinan-Italiau alli- 
ance. 

The Tiiijblatt publishes an interview 
with Hignor Crispi, Italian minister 
of the interior, to tho effect that 
tho new Italian ministry is strongly 
in favor of the alliance. Signer Crispi 
said: "Fiance notwithstanding its 
democracy, is Italy's enemy. Those 
who talk about a franco Italian alliance 
are either idiots or intriguers." 

'I'he blaster festival is full of swing. 
Thursday was celebrated with the usual 
customs. At the services in the churches 
the sacrament was administered. There 
was the usual enormous dinner and con- 
sumption of green vegetables. Yesterday 
the churches w ere crowded and there wero 
numberless excursions. Crown Prune 
Frederick William went to morning ser- 
vice in Domkirche to-day. The emperor 
and the family at tended communion ser- 
vice in the palaco on Thursday. 

A decree issued at Strasburg to-day ap- 
plies to all Frenchmen of the ordor of De- 
cember, lH8(i, according to which anyone 
connected with the army desiring to so- 
journ in Alsace- Lorraine must previously 
obtain permission from the German au- 
thorities. The French press continue to 
give unauthentic accounts of the severities 
practiced mi the sympathizers of Prince 
tlohenlohe. The governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine has inst ructed I hoofkcials to con- 
ciliate the people and never to interfere 
unless there should occur an open broach 
of tho law. The French papers announce 
the wanton arrest of a number 
of youths at- Seaborn, The facts 
are t hat large number of young French 
Alsatians gathered in front- of the Marine 
building, Euro the German flag to shreds 
and broke tho flagstaff. Five offenders 
were arrested and will ho tried. A circu- 
lar first sent to the singing societies of 
Strasburg invit ing their adherence to the 
tonus upon which the government will 
permit their continuance has been distri- 
buted through all of Alsace- Lorraine The 
societies failing to submit to tho govern- 
ment's terms before the tenth will bo dis- 
solved. These and other measures show 
that tho government will not permit 
public demonstrations or private conspir- 
acies in favor of France. 

Tho destruction of the fortifications at 
Strasburg has been completed to make 
way lor now streets. 

Sinco the police of Hamburg discovered 
a secret socialistic club on Wednesday, seiz- 
ing a number of documontsand pamphlets, 
arrests have been made daily. The club 
was affiliated with similar organizations in 
Ttetteii, Koonisberg, Batman and else- 
where, and in these places many arrests 
have been made. Among the persons 
taken into custody at Hamburg is Horr 
Stoinfatt, editor of tho Unrgher Fcikriiiu, 
Socialist Mioltolson, after his expulsion 
from Berlin, took refuge at No dhauseii, 
where he was arrested on U charge of in- 
citing socialist, demonstrations, Anar- 
chist, John Novo was arrested at Liege for 
trying to smuggle copies of Must's FreJwit 
across tho frontier. Ho has bee surrender- 
ed by tho Belgian police to tho Prussian 
authorities. Socialist Pfannkuch, former- 
ly a member of tho Reichstag, and Horr 
boichman, editor of the suppressed paper 
l r oU;'» Fnuwl, has been sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment at Cassul for hold- 
ing prohibited meetings.

Crown Prince Frederick William will 
go to Ems on the 13th inst. for three 
woeks fora course of the waters. Emperor 
William will sojourn at Ems during part 
of Julie and July. 

The Krenz Zeituwj says the library of 
the lato Leopold Van Ranke, historian, 
has been sold to an American college. Dr. 
Hartwig finds that the most important 
manuscripts left br Von Ranke consist of a 
copious diary and book of maxims of gov- 
ernment, the latter of which Von Ranke 
prepared for King Maximilian of Bavaria. 

THE CABINET MEETS, 



And Discusses International Questions-Tile 
Alaska Seal Fisheries II ild the Eastern 
DiiUculty Considered. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



Washington, April 7.— The cabinet 
met at It) o'clock to-day, in accordance 
with the plan for the summer months, and 
remained in session over three hours. The 
meeting was devoted almost entirely to 
tho consideration of international ques- 
tions, the most important, ones relating to 
the Canadian fisheries, the policy ofGieut 
Britain in' regard to the- Island of Huyti, 
and the Heal fisheries of Alaska. In regard 
to the fisheries questions, it is understood 
that informal ion has been received to the 
effect that England sustains the position 
taken by the Canadian authorities, and is 
in no wise disposed to make the conces- 
sions requested by this government. This 
question was considered by t he cabinet 
with a view to the advisability of suitable 
.action by the president, under the provi- 
sions of the retaliatory act. The 
alleged demand of Great Britain 
for possession of (lie Tortugas Is- 
land or payment by the Haytian 
government of $1 ,(HJ(),(»0I) in settlement 
of old claims, was considered at Borne 
length. The United States have great in- 
terests in Hayti, commercial and other- 
wise, and are deeply concerned in ita wel- 
fare. Correspondence will In; opened with 
( Irout Britain on this subject. The Alaska 
seal fisheries were discussed with a view 
to their better protection from foreign in- 
terference. It is represented that our in- 
terests are now threatened by a wanton 
and wholesale slaughter of seals in the 
open ocean. It seems that during the day 
female seals leave their young on the 
shores of the island in charge of the 
males, while they go miles away in search 
of food, with which they return at night. 
Recently the practice sprung up of catch- 
ing the female seals while in search of 
food. Their young perish, as ja' matter of 
course, and the perpetual ton of the ani- 
mals is endangered. The difficulty of 
controlling this matter arises from the 
alleged want of jurisdiction of our gov- 
ernment over these waters beyond the 
three-miles limit. The question will be 
again considered at a future meeting.

Although no official announcement has 
been received at the department of state 
that Creat. Britain has threatened to soize 
the Tortugas Islands, yet it is learned 
that the American consul at Hn.yti has 
kept the department fully advised an to 
the nature of the British claim and all 
proceedings taken by that government 
•hiring tho past three or four years. Now 
that the matter is reported to have as- 
sumed so serious a phase, the govern- 
ment, with a view to being prepared for 
any emergency, is beginning to canvass ita 
resources in case it should becoiao necessary 
to again assert the intention of this coun- 
try to maintain tho Munroe doctrine to 
the extent of protecting these small re- 
publics of the American continent against 
the encroachment of European powers. 
Tho result of the inquiries into the naval 
resources of the United States is m it en- 
couraging so far. Several wooden vessels 
forming the training squadron, are now on 
tho way northward from the West, Indies 
and at present there is no vessel 'belong- 
ing to the American flag in Haytian 
wators. The Yantec is at Key West and 
the Galena at Aspinwall, and it is possible 
that one or both of these vessels may be 
ordered to the vicinity of Hayti to rep 
resent the United States government in 
the event of its becoming necessary to 
enter a formal protest against European 
encroachment in tho West Indies. 



MURDER MOST FOUL. 

The Body of Lee Guay Found -Her Head 
Evidently Hroken In with a Hatchet. 

Yesterday morning, says the Nanaimo 
Free Press, Constables 8. Drako and D. 
Stephenson returned with tho body of tho 
murdered Chinese woman Leo Guay, 
which they found within 100 yards of tho 
spot indicated by tho Chinaman Ah Sam, 
v/ho after being in jail for a few days, 
made a confession to the intorproter. 
Constables Drake and Stephenson left 
in a canoe early on Wednesday, tak- 
ing soino of the Indians from the jail 
with them. Arriving at the scone of the 
tragedy near Narrow Island, they com- 
menced the work of dragging for the body 
using a thirty foot lino to which a number 
of largo hooks had boon attached. On 
Thursday aftornoon about six o'clock their 
search was crowned with success by the 
drag hooking on to tho body. On exami- 
nation it was found that the body was 
fastened with n st rong man ilia rope to a 
large Hat stone. One end of the rope was 
made fast around the waist of the murder- 
ed woman, and the other to the stone, 
which weighs between fifty and one hun- 
dred pounds. 

The body is very much decomposed and 
about the f.-tco is badly eaten by tho dog 
tish. which abound in large numbers in 
and around Cowichah Gap. Part of the 
clothing is on the body, and from the 
clothing the husband recognized the body 
as that of his wife Loe Guay. 

The details of this tragedy have appear- 
ed from timo to time in Tim Colonist 
and no doubt fuller details will bo elicited 
at the inquest. 



HIiiIuc'n Illness. 

St. Louis, April 9. — A special dispatch 
from Gibson station says: Dr. KeriiiB ar- 
rived this morning and had a short talk 
over the telephone with Col. Coppinger.

A DOUBLE MURDER. 

Two C'omox Indians KUledJIn a Drunken Brawl 
Near Yellow Head, Penman's Island. 

By the arrival of the steamer Robt. 
Dunsinuir the Free Press learns that a 
Comox Indian woman named Kitty was 
instantly killed by a Qualicum Indian 
mimed Louis Amacas, near Yellow Rock, 

Dt urn Island, on Thursday evening. 

The body was brought down on the steamer 
and taken charge, pf by chief constable 
Stewart. 

^ Tho particulars are about as follows: 
The Indians were engaged neat Yellow- 
Rock, dog fishing. Louis got some liquor 
and soon became drunk. He went to a 
little house there and commenced firing 
through the roof. Kitty and another 
Indian woman who were gathering sticks 
on the beach, hearing the shots, wont to 
see what was the matter, and Louis raised 
his gun and fired at the woman, tho bullet 
entering tho forehead, going completely 
through the head and out at the back. It 
is further stated that after the woman was 
shot the murderer laid down the gun 
when her husband, Mobi, took it up and 
shot Louis, who dropped dead. Mohi 
and Salmon River Bob threatened also to 
kill the wife and child, but while thoy 
were attaching a rope and stone to the 
neck of the dead man Louis, the woman 
and child got into a canoe and escaped. 
They then took the body of Louis and 
sunk it in the bay. The woman paddled 
to Qualicum. This no doubt gave rise to a 
report mentiutied above that Louis had 
escaped in the canoe. Qualicum Tom and 
other have left Qualicum to drag for. the 
body of Louis.

Doubtless it, is greatly to be reset- 
ted that the government, is again com- 
pelled to usu coercive measures, although 
all statesmen have not shrunk on former 
occasions from proposing in similar cir- 
cumstances legislation of equal if not 
greater severity.

ABOUT THE SEA-SERPENT. 

Tho reality of tho sea-serpent ia, por- 
hapa to the surprise of ninny, seriously 
discussed in tho Funtm for April by Mr. 
Richard A. Proctor. The ground that 
Mr. Proctor takes is that so many men 
who aro known to bo honest and intelli- 
gent have seon and described marine 
creatures which, for want of a better 
frame, they have called "sett serpents," 
that it would ho unwise and unscieiititiu 
to reject their narratives as mere fabrica- 
tions. There are many such accounts and 
there would be many more if captains of 
vossels were not deterred by the ridicule 
with wllich sea serpent stories are treated 
hy the newspapers from giving tho public 
descriptions of monsters of b"ho deep which 
they have seen in their voyages. "Many 
a worthy sea captain," ho says, li hns told 
mo that if a dozen sea serpents came with- 
in half a cable's length of his ship 
ho would not speak of his ex- 
perience ashore." Captain Austin 
Cooper, irritated by the "young bucca- 
neers of tho press," stud, "I seo no more 
sea serpents; it is too much to be told that 
one of Croon's commanders cannot tell the 
difference between a piece of seaweed and 
n live body in the water. If twenty ser- 
pents came on the starboard all hands 
shall be ordered to look to port; no Lon- 
don penny-a-liner shall say again that 
Austin Cooper is a liar nnd a fool." Mr. 
Proctor does not believe that the sen ser- 
pent is an optical delusion. The narra- 
tives of such men as Captain MeQuhae, of 
H. M. S. "DfBtlulus," preclude the possi- 
bility of the eyes or the imagination of a 
whole ship's crew playing them any trick. 
The account which he sent to Admiral Sir 
VV. B. Gage must have been a barefaced 
and a most ingenious lie or that ollicor 
and many of his crew saw a crea- 
ture wllich he describes as "an 
enormous sea serpent" passing quite 
near his ship. Captain Henderson of 
the "Mary Ann" of Glasgow saw a 
iin mster, which in every respect resembled 
that seen by Captain McQuluio. Mr. 
Proctor does not doubt tho veracity of 
these and many other men, nor does he 
see any reason why they should mistrust 
the evidence of their senses, He regards 
the evidence of the existence of "sen ser- 
pents" too strong to be resisted, but he 
dues not consider the classification of the 
observers as being scientifically correct. 
He inclines to the belief that it is a saurian 
of some kind, but he is far from being 
positive im the subject. He says: "It is 
not necessary, however, for our faith in 
the reality of the so-called sea serpent, that 
we should prove the creature to be beyond 
doubt a large onaliosaur. To find out 
what the creature is or to what unknown 
classes the various creatures which have 
been called sea serpents must be assigned, 
we want much more evidence than as yet 
wo possess." 

A SOUTHRRN editor, in the course of a 
highly laudatory notice of the Hon. Ed- 
ward Blake, wrote: "Mr. Blake is now 
here." The compositor, in the simplest 
possible manner, made tho announcement 
read: "Mr. Blake is nowhere." Then 
the great man rose up, serene in soul but 
troubled in mind, shook the dust of that 
town from his feet, and returned to Tor- 
onto. Nowhere! Where Mr. Blake is, 
that is the center of the universe.

Mr. Mills is the greatest living Canadian 
poet, and the Week ought, to have had 
manliness enough to say so. 

The subject of Sunday funerals has 
been before the Toronto public for some 
time, and it was decided that after the 
lirst of April the Protestant burying 
grounds will be closed on Sundays, except 
in eases in which immediate interment is 
rendered necessary. For this purpose 
certificates will be requisite. It has been 
urged on behalf of clergymen, under- 
takers, hack men and others engaged in 
funeral services that it is unfair that they 
should have to take part in such services 
on Sundays, and the object in view is to 
preserve as far as possible Sunday as aday 
of rest. Now that this reform has been 
accomplished, the next step for the people 
of that city to do is to persuade people to 
keep their emblems of mourning within 
reasonable grounds. It has become too 
much the custom to spend money extra- 
vagantly in mourning wear, and the ex- 
ample set in the case of Henry Ward 
Beecher's funeral is one that will probably 
be largely followed in the United States 7 . 
But tlo-re are reasonable limits even in 
regard to the display of flowers instead of 
crape.

FOUNDERING OF THE EL 
DORADO. 



SUtegient of the Only Two Surviving Mem- 
. ben of the Crew -Terrible Su Bering: 
Kxperlenced-FuU Par- 
ticulan. 

The following nowa concerning tho 
foundering of tho buvk El Dorado cornea 
. from Port Townsend, and tho statement 
made by one of the saved men ia pitiful. 

"Tho bark, commanded by Capt. Syl- 
vester L. Humphreys, left Seattle March 
30th, in tow of tho Tyheo, with 1,!M)0 tons 
of Black Diamond coal, consigned to 
Simpson Brothers, of San Francisco. 
When fifty miles oil" Capo Flattery, last 
Friday morning (April 1st), during tho 
heavy westerly gale which prevailed at 
that time sho foundered. On account of 
the same galo the Norwegian bark Nordst- 
jernonand tho British bark Zplia had such 
terrible experiences last week. The 
schooner Fanny Dutard, which arrived 
yesterday morning, 14 days from San 
FranoiBco, loaded with merchandise for 
this port, brought two of tho El Dorado's 
crow, tho only survivors of tho ill-fated 
bark, who were immediately taken in 
charge and eared for by tho Seamen's 
Union. 

"Tho Seattle Post Intelligencer's corros- 
T pondont at Po:t Townsend interviewed 
' Michael Anderson, one of tlio survivors, 
on Wednesday night, the 6th inst., when 
he made a statement a resume of which 
wo give: 

"Aftor tho tug Tyheo cast us off ton 
miles from the cape, our course was then 
to tho southwest with an easterly 
wind and all sails sot. Tho weather was 
extremely tine until late in tho afternoon 
when a heavy mist came on. The wind 
changed to the southwest, and blew a stilt" 
breeze until midnight, when it increased 
in velocity to a gale. At 2 a. m. Friday 
j as tho vessel was reported leaking, tho 
• '•< captain ordered tho pumps manned. The 
gale increased so much that an hour later 
. ( all hands wore called on board to go. .so- 
wing tho forotopsail. Tho vessel's canvas 
was reducod as much as possible, for at 
this time shu wan making so much water 
that over one-half tho crew were 
compelled to attend tho pumps. 

At 8:16 a. in. on Friday, while the ex- 
hausted mon woro 1. >si ng all hope of suc- 
cor, a heavy sea struck us on tho wind- 
ward, completely demolishing the house 
and carrying away every movable art icle 
on dock, including several of the crow. 
Capt. Humphreys was at that time near 
the house on tho aft deck. Tho force of 
the sea dashed him against tho structure, 
' which was carried away leaving him for 
only a moment on deck, then a second 
sea carried him from our sight. Aftor be- 
ing struck tho first time lie appeared to be 
stunned, and with one look of appeal ho 
disappeared beneath the waves. Standing 
near the skylight, I grasped it and almost cut 
my hand. 1 had to lot go as tho pain was so 
great and the returning sea throw me a 
portion of the house which I reached. 
The bark then foundered, drawing throe 
seamen into tho eddy which it made." 

Anderson then related tho experience of 
himself and those on the raft with him and 
■ays that one of tho seamen died from what 
seemed to be internal injuries received 
on the ship. Ho added: "Mr. Ericsson, tho 
second mate, grow delirious and at 5 
o'clock Saturday afternoon died. At 7 
o'clook a sail from tho southwest hove in 
sight and I allowed my oilskin jacket to 
be tied to a piece of board and raised as a 
signal. For over an hour we watched tho 
ressel, which we could discern in the twi- 
light to bo a throe-masted schooner. Sud- 
denly alio steered for our location, just 
as we were losing the last ray of hope. At 
8:30 tho schooner manned a boat and we 
were rescued from tho raft." 

The seamen speak in tho highest terms 
of the treatment they received at the 
hands of the captain of the schooner Fan- 
nie Dutard. The bark's crew was com- 
posed as follows: Captain, tirst and sec- 
ond officers, carpenter, cook and nine 
seamen. All of the men woro shipped 
from San Francisco for the round trip. 

Tire Now Brunswick legislative council 
has again rejected the recommendation of 
the assembly that it should abolish itself, 
and assumed a what are-yon-going-to-do 
about-it attitude that must be specially 
unpleasanttothe leader of the government, 
who will now be called upon to devise 
somo other moans for tho solution of the 
vexed problem. Tho question has been 
for two years before the legislature, and 
throe timeH discussed, on each occasion 
with tho result that the nominated cham- 
ber refused to acquiesce in t ho wishes of 
tho electivo one. This experience is not 
encouraging to other provinces that may 
desire to change their constitutions, and 
indicates ti at there is but one way of 
abolishing tho suc.::id chambers, that is to 
fill vacancies by men pledged to acquiesce 
in the popular will. This is slow, but it 
should be euro, if the now appointees 
koop faith.

An adjourned mooting of the city coun- 
cil huh held yesterday at 12 o'clock. 
Proaont were lli« Worship Mayor Fell 
and Couns. Grant, Harris, Poarso, llii,'- 
yiiis, Coughlan, Barnard and Uraden. 

I'RlVILEOK. 
Conn. Coughlan said at last Wednes- 
day night's mooting Uollli. Pearse had ac- 
cused him (Coun. Coughlan) of calling 
him (Conn. Pearse) a "liar." Since that 
Lime ho hail been asked by several peo- 
ple it' ho hod done so. lie denied having 
used such language when he had disa- 
greed with the statements made in Coun. 
Pearse'a report respecting tho amount of 
rock removed from the reservoir, and 
called on Mr. Leech to give tho result of 
his survey of the rock at the low level 
reservoir. 

Coun. Grant said this was not a' ques- 
tion of privilege. 

Coun. Higgins replied that Coun. 
Coughlan hail a perfect right, to make the 
explanation, and it would havo been done 
by that timo if Coun. Grant' had kept 
quiet. 

Mr. TiOpeh stated that 1,500 yards of 
earth and 022 yards of rock had been 
taken out; 810 yards of rock had been 
blasted ami not removed. 

Coun. Coughlan then said that Coun. 
Poarso's report stated that 2,H00 yards of 
earth and 810 yards of rock had been re- 
moved and 022 yards of rock blasted but 
not taken out. Ho (Coun. Coughlan) 
would not bo doing his duty to allow a 
report of that kind to go to the public 
knowing it to be incorrect, and lie would 
refer to it more fully at some future time. 

Coun. Pearse said there wore times 
when any man was liable to lose his tem- 
per, lie did not say that either Coun. 
Braden or Coun. Coughlan had called him 
a "liar," but they had imputed false 
.statements to him. l ie claimed that his 
report was correct, and that his sole ob- 
ject hail beon to place the truth before 
tho council and* the people, and he was 
very much grieved over thu fact that he 
had lost his temper, a thing which had 
not happened for over thirty years. His 
word was his bond in this city, and that 
was, perhaps, tho reason why ho felt it so 
keenly to have tho accuracy of his .state- 
ments doubted. He hoped by-gones 
would be by-gones. 

Coun. Braden had refrained from say- 
ing anything in reply to Coun. Pearse on 
Wednesday evening, and in doing so ho 
considered he acted more like a gentle- 
man than he (Coun. Poarso) hail. Ho 
pointed out that it. was not prudent for 
Coun. Pear 86 or anyone else to invito 
everyone out to light who chose to dis- 
agree with him. Ho did not consider 
that his worship had done his duty, as he 
should have called Coun. Pearse to order. 
A mayor was there not to look at hut to 
keep the council in order and sec that 
nothing but proper business was trans- 
acted. Ho hoped this was tho last time 
such a disgraceful scene would be wit- 
nessed in this council. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

A waterworks committee report, signed 
by Couna. Pearse and Barnard, was pre- 
sented recommending that the council lie 
empowered to arrange with Mr. II. P. 
Boll, 0. E., as a consulting engineer in 
considering the plans to be submitted by 
Mr. Hendry, and report upon the same, 
in order that tenders may bo asked for 
and the work carried to a successful com- 
pletion. Tho report stated that il was 
highly probable two years will be spent in 
bringing the work to a conclusion, and 
tho cost of an engineer at SlnO 
perme?wc?n fortius period would amount 
to about $3600- an outlay not contem- 
plated, the committee felt sure, by the 
late council, or by the ratepayers when 
they voted $75,000 for completing this 
work. 

The council regarded this as a practical 
stop and favored the adoption of tho re- 
port. 

Couns. Harris, Coughlan and Styles 
were of opinion that the only (Jfl'ectual 
way of giving the city an ample supply of 
water was to lay another main from tho 
lako. Couns. Harris and Coughlan said if 
this woro not, done tho $75,000 would bo 
spent and there would still bo the cry "no 
water."

THE PAPAL REVENUE." 

A foroign diplomatist accredited to 
Romo gives tho following account of Hie 
present Pope's income and what he does . 
with it. The Pontifical revenue is derived 
from three separate sources. The first is 
the interest of an enormous sum loft by 
Pope Pius IX to tho Papal Treasury, 
which interest produces somo $000,000. 
The capital of this is invested in English 
fiovenmiont funds. Contrary to what 
some persons might imagine, Loo XI II is 
a great speculator, and subscribes to all 
the Italian loans. 'When the latter riso lm 
sells out and invests the profits in English 
consols. To the revenue left by Pius IX 
must bo addod a sum almost equal in 
amount furnished by the Peter's Pence 
fund, which, however, has fallen off of 
late years. This constitutes the ordinary 
budget of tho Holy See as distinguised 
from tho extraordinary budget. The latter 
is derived from a third source, and ia sup- 
plied by the receipts of the Apostolic 
Chancellery. Tho collation of titles of no 
bility, decorations, blessings in articulo 
mortis, altar privileges, private chapels, 
ecclesiastical titles — such aro a few of the 
items which go to inako up the extraordin- 
ary budget. It amount to an average of 
$500,000 per annum, and serves to make 
up the. private purse of the Sovereign Pon- 
tiff, and on which lie relies to exercise his 
generosity. It will be observed that the 
private budget of the Pope is thus derived 
in a great measure, from the satisfaction 
of human vanity. Tho ordinary budget of 
the Holy Sco, which, as stated above, 
amounts t6 $l,200,000 per annum, is dis- 
tributed by the major dome of the Vatican 
among the Cardinals residing in Romo — 
about §5,000 a year each — the prelates of 
the Papal court, the secretaries, tho nun- 
cios, the Pontifical body-guards, otc. 

It is denied that LeoXlll is avaricious. 
On the contrary, no Pope ever gave more, 
his Holiness keeping nothing for himself. 
As for his table, it resembles that of a 
poor country curate. His clothes cost him 
nothing, being supplied by the faithful 
from all parts of the world, and he scarce- 
ly keeps a penny to enrich even his own 
family. The dowry ho gave to his favorite 
nephew, tho handsome Caniille Pecci, did 
not reach §20,000, while as for tho pre- 
sents ho gave the bride, thoy were of the 
poorest kind. On tho other hand, he 
spends a great deal in raising the prestige 
of his court, in creating schools, relieving 
the poor and maintaining the Catholic 
press. He gives large subsidies to papers 
which support his policy, but they must 
bo entirely subservient to him. 

As yet ho has not touched a ponny of 
the annual allowance of §000,000 accorded 
to the Vatican under tho law of Papal 
Guarantees, passed when Victor Emanuel 
took possession of Rome. Tho annual in- 
come has gone on accumulating through- 
out all these seventeen years, and now 
reaches an enormous sum. Tho Italian 
bishops and clergy aro paid by tho Italian 
government since the death of Pius IX. — 
N. Y. Mail and Express. 

MEN WRITTEN OF.* 

Colonel Fred Grant has written a letter 
to Major Carrol of Baltimore, relative to 
tho alleged intemperance of the dead horo, 
in which those pathetic words occur: "I 
was IJ5 years old whon my father died. I 
spent twenty-six of thoso years by his 
side, and never saw any signs of tho weak- 
ness of which Boynton speaks. Thero are 
sevoral persona assassins of the reputa- 
tions of others in the United States. They 
havo for years been trying to ruin the 
fair fame of the purest man and the best 
lather that ever lived. Thoy have suc- 
ceeded in making tho hearts of thoso who 
loved Win bleed. God forgive them and 
make their burden lighter in the next 
world than they have endeavored to place 
upon tho hearts of the family of General 
Grant in this." 

Bob Taylor, who fiddled himself into 
the Tennessee Governorship, has already 
fallen into Democratic disfavor, though 
scarcely warm in his seat. A leading Nash- 
ville Democratic says: "His message was 
a great surprise and humiliation. He has 
surrounded himself with mugwumps, and 
has not done ono thing that a single 
Democratic loader indorses since his inaug- 
uration. His administration will headend 
failure - worse than Tyler's in 1841. He 
will not get 100 votes in the next guber- 
natorial convention." 

S. Foster Dewey, who was Boss 
Tweed's private secretary in the lattor's 
palmy days, disposed of a fortune of 
§500,000 by a will couched in the follow- 
ing terse words: " I will and. bequeath: my 
entire estate in live equal parts to my 
mother and four brothers'. I appoint my 
brothers, William C. Dewey and John S. 
Dewey, my executors without security." 
It is not thought that there will be any 
contest. 

Henry Clews, the Wall-street broker, 
remarked that "the man who can't make 
milk and honey to live on out of the pros- 
perity which is going to prevail through- 
out tho country for the entire year of 1887 
ought to die for the benefit of his family. " 
When a man has a few millions to begin 
with the crop of milk and honey is very 
easily harvested. 

President Monroe, according to a re- 
cently published letter of his grandson, 
was not overwhelmed with debt, finally 
dying in poverty, as generally believed. 
Ho says that his distinguished ancestor 
left largo unincumbered real estate in 
London county, Virginia, and personal 
property worth §10,000, which public re- 
cords show. 

Bancroft, the great historin, is n (rifle 
superstitious. He fears something terrible 
would happen to him should he fail to 
have his*beard trimmed tho fourth day of 
every month. 

M. Ohevreul, the eminent French chem- 
ist, now 101 years old, attends meetings 
of the French academy and takes an ac- 
tive share in the proceedings. 

FOREIGN AND* MISSIONARY. 

A Constantinople dispatch says that two 
American missionaries have boon expelled 
from Monastir on tho charge of distribut- 
ing books condemning Islamisro. 

Pero Hyacinthe is making arrangements 
to iircach in the Piotostunt Episcopal 
Church, in tho avenue Alma, Paris. It is 
expected that the event will mark the 
final severance of his connection with tho 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Among the Church of England clorgy- 
meil who have recently somewhat demor- 
alized conservative adherents of tho 
church by preaching in mui-conforniist 
pulpits are Rev. R. H Haweis, Rov. Dr.

EJe hail come 
to tho meeting reluctantly, for ho looked 
upon such subjects as utterly incompatible 
with truo piety to such an extent that, 
when his pastor preached onco on Chris- 
tian giving, at the beginning of the second 
hoad ho took his hat and walked homo.

1 am ashamed to say that we never 
paid the thousand dollars, and wo never 
made ono quarterly payment according to 
the agreement, not for ten years. Did wo 
deal honestly with him (" 

Deacon Hpldington shook his head and 
Mr. Wright continued: '"Our people 
thought as your people do, that 'i:i some 
way or other the Lord would provide,' 
and they were glad to know that so 
beautiful a provider would kindly savo 
bhoir pockets, and so they left the pastor's 
support almost entirely to tho Lord. A 
few members considerately handed in 
their subscriptions promptly, but tho ma- 
jority, paid just what, they pleased, always 
months behind time, and many nothing 
at all. The pastor had to depend on tritles 
for his support. We pulled down his sal- 
ary from a thousand to eight hundred 
when i he got married; next we reduced it 
to six hundred, and after throe or four 
children were bom we cut it, down to live 
hundred, and still we wore far behind be 
causo tho chief supporters reduced their 
subscriptions in proportion; even then be 
received this miserable support in driblets 
of a fow dollars at a time. When we got 
vory far behind we had to got up a festi- 
val,' or a 'supper' t.o "raise tho hack sal- 
ary,' and so wo pinched along. Yes, we 
had trustees, a whole Board of them. 
They usually met once a year, asked each 
other how much the •indebtedness' was, 
then made a hasty run around to a few 
families, got discourged and stopped. 
Some gave them their subscriptions, 
others promised well bill paid nothing, 
others again flew into u passion, charged 
somebody with fraud and— got out of pay- 
ing anything, rhus Che church was going 
down, not but there w as a large congrega- 
tion of well-to-do people who supported 
several milliners, dressuetkera and tailors 
and who enjoyed good Bermons wonder- 
fully and thought highly of ihu pastor and 
his family — when there was no collocbor 
near. Ablast, driven to despair, the pastor 
sent a note to the trustees, asking for a 
payment of the back salary. The trustees 
mot to consider the matter. Some who 
gave sparingly to the church thought the 
pastor might jlet that back salary go,' 
others said that ho was growing more and 
more worldly, that 'ministers of the gos- 
pel should be content with what, they 
could get,' instead of expecting the church 
to pay a stated amount. Others again who 
considered themselves friendly to the pas- 
tor adrised to 'just let him go' if he could 
not get along on what they could raise. 
Nearly all tho members of tho Board nod- 
ded assent, to this suggest ion, which Would 
roliove them greatly, and which they were 
about to adopt , when one of their number, 
whose eyes sparkled with indignation and 
whose lips twisted with wrath, spoke. 
'Now, when ho has served lis faithfully 
for ton years, and has out himself oil' from 
other churches that wanted him; when his 
family has grown so that it is difficult for 
him to find a suitable church, you'll just 
let him ^o adrift on the world. Not wdiile 
I live in Stingy Crook,' said Mr. Savage, 
who was a man of sound principle, and 
good business habits, but who previously 
had taken little interest in church affairs, 
'he'll not bo let go. Ho'll be paid his full 
salary this year if thero is as much money 
in Stingy Creek as will do it. I want the 
co-operation of tho deacons and trustees, 
and 1 will colloct his salary. " Ho got a 
resolution passod, to the effect that ,110 
« family would bo considered as belonging 
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long therer He headed a, subscription list 
with a hundred dollars, and pledged him- 
self to continue tho same from year to 
year till furthor notice, promising to pay 
it quarterly in advance. Ho then called on 
each family and individual and asked 
thoir support on tho same tortus. Somo 
rofusod to give a cent, but he assured 
them that it was no matter. He next went 
to tho printing office and had tho liafc 
printed; then ho distributed it in the con- 
gregation, at bhe same timo causing it to 
bo announced that those whoso names did 
not appear could have them placed thero 
by application to tho trustoos, whilo 
obhers who might wish to increase thei - 
subscriptions or correct errors could do so 
by roferenco to tho sauio officers. As the 
new familios caino in he waited on them 
promptly, left them a list of the subscrip- 
tion and soon after solicited tho subscrip- 
tion. Tho rosult was the pastor received 
twelve hundred instoad of five hundred 
dollars that year. The sexton and organ- 
ist wero also paid tor tho first timo, to 
thoir great astonishment, and there whb a 
balance of a hundred dollars loft in the 
treasury with which to commence tho now 
year. Mr. Savage conducted tho business 
himself. Ho insisted on reporting to the 
congregation every quarter, and on pub- 
lishing tho list every year, so that all 
could soo just what was promised, what 
was paid to tho church, and how the 
money was expended. Our financial affairs 
have heon growing stronger and stronger 
for five yoars, and bettor still, all the boBt 
families coming into tho placo connect 
with our church. Wo are becoming asham- 
ed of tho name of our town, and think we 
will soon change it to Liberal villo. And 
now, Mr. Holdington, go homo, and at 
tho beginning of this now year adopt a 
common sense, business plan like ours, 
carry it out with tho energy you put into 
your own business, and your church will 
prosper. But if you deceive and cheat 
ybur*pastor, neglect your duty, and leave 
to the Lord what you should do yourself, 
your church will go down— and it ought 
to,"— M»i>. H. II. Craig, in N. Y. Obser- 



T1IE PRESIDENT'S ROOM. 

The room which the President occupies 
when he goes to tho Capitol to sign bills 
as they pasS the Senate, so as to facilitate 
the adjournment, is called the President's 
room, is immediately in tho rear of the 
Senate lobby, and is one of the most 
sumptuously furnished chambers in any of 
the public buildings at the Capitol. 

Entering by the door from the lobby, 
you find yourself in a gorgeously fitted 
room, your feet sinking two or three inch- 
es in a cherry-red velvet carpet, and your 
form reflected countless times by the long 
mirrors, which stretch from- tho floor to 
the frescoed ceiling. In the center of tho 
is a mahogany table, around which sit tho 
President and his Cabinet, ono day out of 
the 365 in the year — namely, the last of 
the session of Congress. Indeed, tho room 
has nob been occupied now for two years, 
President Cleveland refusing last year to 
go to the Capitol. Around the room stand 
sofas and easy chairs upholstered in gen- 
uine Russian leather, the genuineness be- 
ing plainly indicated by the odor that 
strikes you upon entering. Tho carpet is 
in ono piece, and is a most beautiful 
sample of the weaver's art. It was made 
in Italy and cost, $f>0 a yard. It is becom- 
ing slightly worn in places, but is yet a 
beautiful floor covering. It is twenty 
yards square, and how it could have boon 
made in one piece is a wonder. There is 
not a seam in it, the window recesses be- 
ing fitted from the large piece. 

Tho chandelier in this expensively 
equipped room cost §5,000, and is said to 
be the most elegant thing of the kind in 
the country. The curtains at the windows 
do not correspond in elegance with the 
other furnishings, they being of ordinary 
lace. When the room was first fitted up 
expensive curtains were put in, but relic 
hunters soon hacked them to pieces,. and, 
after that, ordinary lace curtains wore 
used, ordinary means of a cost about $50 a 
pair. The inside curtains are cherry col- 
ored, as aro all tho furnishings of the 
room. Tho walls and ceilings are frescoed 
beautifully. Brumidi was the artist. On 
the ceilings are pictures of Ainericus Yes- 
pucius, Christopher Columbus and Bojam- 
in Franklin, together with some others of 
an allegorical nature. On the walls Wash- 
ington and his Cabinet are depicted. The 
frescoing ami furnishing of this room cost 
$50,000.— St. Louis Globe-Democrat'. 



NEW VISITING FASHIONS.
